The warships had a successful pas- 
sage up from Punta Arenas. They left 
Punta Arenas at 11 o'clock on the night 
of Feb. 7, and in column formation they 
made their Way-through tie western 
half of the Strait of Magellan. 

The torpedo boat flotilla accompanied 
the warships. For the first part of the 
passage through the Strait they kept 
close to the larger vessels, but then 
dropped behind and turned north to 
Smyth Channel. A minor accident to 
ihe engine of the destroyer Lawrence 
made it necessary for her to fall back, 
but she pcked up the frotilla later in 
the afternoon of Feb. 8 The destroyers 
entered Smyth Channel at about the 
fame time that the battleships got clear 
of the Strait and steamed out onto the 
Pacific. 

Encountered Wild Weather. 

Saturday, the 8th, the sky Was over- 
cast. The weather was cold and the 
wind blew squally and fresh, forcing the 
low-flying clouds aside for occasional] 
flashes of brilliant sunshine. The snow- 
clad peaks on either side of the Strait 
made a fitting setting to the wild weath- 
er. 

As the vessels steamed = steadily 
through the narrow confines of English 
Reach, Crooked Beach and Long Beach 
ond finally past the Evangelist’s Islands 
out to the open sea the scene wes one 
of w.ld, picturesque beauty. 

One after another the white battle- 
ships forged through the deep gorge in 
the mountains that form the southern- 
most headlands of South America. 

As the vegsels finally cleared in 
Safety the last headlands and the 
dangerous islands that bar. the en- 
trance to the open ocean every man 
in the fleet was filled with a sense of 
pride in the successful accomplish- 
ment of a difficult and dangerous 
plece of navigation. 

Once in the Pacific the fleet ran into 
drizzling rain and fog and the head- 
lands and mountains marking the 
western entrance to the Strait were 
quickly lost to view. 

Four Days of Fox. 

The warships then had fog for four 
days, during which time they.kept in 
touch by the scund of their whistles. 
On the fifth day the weather cleared 
and remained fine until the fleet 
steamed into Callao this morning un- 
der a Warm tropical sun. The Chilean 
cruiser Chacatuco., with Admiral 
Simpson of the Chilean navy; John 
Ricks, the American Minister to Chile, 
and a Chilean delegation of welcome 
on board, came out of Punta Arenas 
with the American vessels and accom- 
panied them until Feb. 11. when she 
put into Talcahuano to report. 

She returned and joincd the fleet on 
the 12th, accompanied by three Chilean 
torpedo bot te. These four vessels exs- 
eorted the fleet to Valparaiso, which 
Port wes made on the Mth. . There the 
American warships were reviewed by 
Président Monte of Chile.

If Gen. Stoessél is blindfolded and 
led out to face the firing squad he can, 
if he wishes, wear on his breast: the 
many decorations previously awarded 
him by the Czar for bravery under fire, 
Chief among the medals that he can 
wear to his grave is the Cross of St. 
George, the decoration for which every 
officer in the Russian army strives, and 
which’ Stoessel won by exceptional bra- 
very before he was assigned to the 
unfortunate task of defending Port Ar- 
thur against the Japanese. 

For 10 months and 22 days Gen. Stoes- 
sel, hemmed in by land, and sea, stood 
off Gen. Nogi and his magnificent fight- 
ing force. It was practically Russia's 
last stand against Japan. The navy had 
been torn to pieces, and at least two 
distinguished admirals had met both 
defeat and death. Kuropatkin, known 
as the greatest of them all on land, had 
been beaten twice. The army that had 
started to the relief of Port Arthur had 
been wiped out. 

Was at Enemy's Mercy. 

Nogi’s army had fought its way, des- 
pite terrific losses, to a position which 
seemed to place Port Arthur at its} 
merey. It had captured every Russian 
stronghold in its path, with the exeep- 
tion of 203-Meter Hill. For 10 months 
it had poured a merciless fire ihto 
Stoessel’s army, shelling both the fortl- 
fications and the harbor, where Russian 
warships were anchored. 

Twice Gen. Nogi sent a flag of truce 
to Gen. Stoessel, offering honorable 
terms of. surrender. To the second mes- 
sage Stoessel replied that the next man 
who carried such a proposition into his 
ranks would do so at the peril of his 
life. 

Reports of conditions within the for- 
tress had in the meantime reached St. 
Petersburg. It wag said that Stoessel's 
ranks had been decimated by disease: 
that dissension among the officers had 
reached the point where personal en- 
counters were averted with difficulty: 
that provisions were low, and that the 
ammunition was nearly exhausted. But 
the Government ordered Stoessel to hold 
fortress at any cost. 


The Last Stand. 

On Dec. 31, 1904, Gen. 
203-Meter Hill It was 
most terriffic battles of the’ war. 
When che firing ceased the trenches 
were filled with the dead, the Russian 
hattleghips in the harbor of Port Ar- 
thur had been sunk, and Stoessel and 
his army were sealed in the fortress. 
On the following day Stoeasel sur- 
rendered. 

While military critics throughout 
the world were applauding Stoeasel's 
great stand against the enemy, hia 
own officers were forwarding reports 
to St. Petersburg which branded him 
a coward and a traitor. The great 
number of able-bodied men turned 
over to the Japanese, of whom 878 
were cfficers, surpfised the Govern- 
ment. More than 10,000 wounded pris- 
oner® were taken by the conquerors, 
and (the official report showed that 
the number of serviceable Zune hand- 
eg over to Gen, Negi war S78, with 
206,734 reunds of candon ammunition, 
The small arms surréndéred, accord- 
ing to the report, numbered 
Millions of pounds of supplies fell 
into the hands of the Japanese.

Chief of Police Creecy Says He 
Will Not Interfere With Para- 
lytic Earning Living. 

Marion Mann, a newspaper vender, 
sitting on the sidewalk at Ninth street 
and Washington avenue, is the subject

porter Thursday that he intended to re- 
turn to Hermann as soon as he could 
be assured of his personal safety ea1d 
resume the investigation of his claim. 
He said he would appeal to Gov. Folk, 
if necessary, for protection. 
Passengers See Crowd. 
Passengers on the Missouri Pacific 
train arriving at Union Station at 11 
o'clock Wednesday night witnessed the 
last part of the demonstration, as the 
Wachtel brothers, with an angry crowd 
shaking fists and shouting threats and 
taunts at them, hurried aboard the train 
at Hermann at 8:15 p. m. 
“We wére not harmed,” said Irving 
Wachtel Thursday, “but we were 
threatened with all sorts of physical 
violence if we did not get out of town 
at once, or if we should return there. 
"My wife is a niece. and one of the 
heirs of Willis Hensley, who in 1831 en- 
tered his claim to 86.6 acres of land on 
which the town now stands. He per- 
f ted his claim, and in 1854 bought 47.77 
acres adjoining from Samuel Guyler. 


“On this land t!e town has since been 
built. It includes all but one corner of 
the Courthouse square, and nearly all 
the sites of stores, as well as that of the 
Peters shoe factory. 

Citizens at First Hospitable. 

The two other heirs of Hensley, his 
son and daughter, live in Elijah, Mo. 
At their request I went to Herinann, 
taking my brother, to investigate the 
present state of the title to the land. 

“We went to a hotel, and the people 
we met were very hospitable until they 
learned what we were there for. This 
came out through inquiries we made at 
the Gasconade County Courthouse. 

“At once the attitude toward us 
changed, and we saw men pointing us 
out to each other and talking in a hos- 
tile way. 

“The only man we spoke to about our 
claim, except the county officials, was 
Louls Koch, proprietor of the White 
House Hotel. He said he had always 
known there was a flaw in his title. 

Crowd at the Depot. 

“At night, having nothing else to do, 
we walked down to the depot, as is cus- 
tomary there, to see the 8:15 train from 
Kansas City come in. 

“Two of the men who had seen us at 
the Courthouse spied us before we had 
reached the depot, and they began to 
call others to come and see the fellows 
who were up there trying to. steal the 
town, 

“A crowd began to gather rapidly, 
and pretty soon there were more men 
than we had seen in the town before, all 
surrounding us and threatening us, No 
one laid a kand on us, but their threats 
were violent, and we were told of the 
things that would happen to us if we 
stayed after the train, then approach- 
ing the town, had gone. 

Town Has Manufactories. 

‘We were driven to the atation plat- 
form, and as the train stopped men be- 
gan to call out, ‘They’re heating a pot 
of tar for you up at the Public Square.’ 
There was nothing to do but get on 
the train, and we did.”’ 

Hermann is the county seat of Gas- 
econade County, is 81 miles from Siz. 
Louis and has 2000 inhabitants. It is 
the canter of a wine-growing section 
and has cob pipe manufactories, besides 
the large shoe factory. 

Marshal Fred Lands of Hermann said 
over the telephone Thursday that he 
had heard of no disturbance when the 
young men left town, but that he him- 
self was not at the station when they 
took the train. 

l'e said that he knew of their com- 
ing to the town and claiming to own 
property there. This claim, he said, 
cuused considerable excitement, bul 
there was violence so far as he 
knew. .

EN. STOESSEL surrendered Port Arthur to Gen. Nogi, “the man on 
(Gj the white horse,”” on Jan. 1, 1905, after a siege lasting 10 months and 
22 days. While that slege was in progress the magnificent bull-dog 
courage of the niten in the fortifications held by Stoessel had won the 
plaudits of the world. 

While Stoessel was standing off Nogi an his wonderful fighting: force, 
Admirals Makaroff and Withoff had met death and defeat on the ocean. 
Stakelberg’s army of relief had been routed, and Kuropatkin had been 
beaten twice. The Russian warships that had been co-operating with 
Stoessel in the defense of Port Arthur had been sent to the bottom of the 
harbor. On the day before the surrender the Japanese took 203 Meter 
Hill and were steadily advancing on the fortifications. The fall of Port 
Arthur seemed only a question of hours. 

WICE previously Gen. Nogi had offered Gen. Stoesse!l honorable 
T terms of surrender. They were spurned. But on the afternoon of 

Sunday, Jan. 1, Stoessel sent Nogi the following letter under a flag 
of truce:

Newlywed Needn’t Know. 

Right in the Newlywed kitchen, with 
the young wife’s own provisions and 
utensils, the lessons will be given. Mr. 
Newlywed needn’t know anything about 
it, if he stays downtown all day as a 
husband should. And when, all of a 
sudden, he takes notice and _ tells 
“lovey’’ that mother's )emon pie never 
saw the day when it was equal to hers, 
she can tell him the little secret—or 
can keep still about the lessons and 
take all the credit herself.

Miss Wood, who lives at 5540 Clemens 
avenue, teaches domestic science to 
classes of young women at Self Culture 
Hall twice a week, and is also an in- 
structor of classes at the Y. M. C. A.

“Those who employ cooks and feel 
the need of instruction for the cooks, 
can get this from me.

“T expect to find the greatest demand 
for instruction among rrides. The ad- 
vantage of home lessons over cooking 
school lessons will be that I can sug- 
gest the use Of her own utensils, and 
any needed additions to the stock, and 
that the dishes cooked under my direc- 
tion wil be available for the table. 

“Take coffee, for instance. How rare- 
ly is it perfectly prepared? I insist 
on careful and exact measurements in 
this, as in other branches. This means 
decreased cost of living and_ better 
food’’ 





Corn Syrup Is the Correct Name. 
An important question in the admin- 
istration of the pure food law was set- 
tled recently in a decision made public 
by Secretaries Wilson, Cortelyou and 
Straus. It bears upon the labelling of 
syrup. The decision follows: ‘‘We have 
given careful consideration to the label- 
ling of the thick viscous syrup obtained 
by the incomplete hydrolysis of the 
starch of corn and composed essentially 
of dextrose, maltose and extrine. In 
our opinion it is lawful to label th's 
Syrup as ‘corn syrup,’ and if to the corn 
syrup there is added a small percentage 
of refiner’s syrup the mixture, in our 
judgment, is not misbranded if labelled 
‘corn syrup with cane flavor.’ ”’

The Municipal Bridge and Terminals 
Commission, in its report, stated that the 
removal of the bridge arbitrary would 
meana saving of about $2,000,000 a vear 
to the business interests of St. Louis. 
It was early last fall that the executive 
officers of the railroads agreed with the 
Commission, -at a meeting in Mayor 
Wells’ office, to remove the bridge ar- 
bitraries and Issue St. Louis bills of 
lading. 

The new tariff. schedules 
railroads under the plan to eliminate 
the bridge arbitrary show that rates to 
St. Louis and East St. Louis have been 
raised on some classes of freight over 
the old East St. Louis rate. While un- 
der these new schedules the arbitrary in 
name is gone, yet a considerable por- 
tion of it will come back in the freight 
bills.

Experts See a Saving, 

Freight experts, however, estimate 
that the abolition of the br'dge arbitrary 
as such and the increase in the freight 
rates, will result. in a net saving of 
something like $2,000,064 to the business 
interests of St. Louis. 

As but 27 per cent of all freight han- 
dled by the ratiroads belongs to the 
fifth and sixth classes, it will be seen 
that the railroads have advanced the 
rates on 73 per cent of all traffic com- 
ing into St. Louis and East St. Louis. 

In every instance the increase in the 
rates on first-class freight, which con- 
stitutes 23.26 per cent of all freight 
moved by the railroads, has been 1 cent 
a hundred pounds. The increase on all 
second-class freight. constituting 11.99 
per cent of the movement, has been 1% 
cents a hundred pounds. Two and one- 
half per cent of all freight traffic is 
classified as 15 per cent less than sec- 
ond-class, and this, of course, will bear 
the intreased rate. 

Third-class freight, 
been a one-half cent advance in rates. 
constitutes 17.12 per cent of the whole, 
and 4.18 per cent is classified as 9 per 
cent less than third-class, and also bears 
the tncreased rate. The fourth and last 
clase, on which there has been an in- 
crease of one-half cent a hundred 
pounds, constitutes 13.84 per cent of all 
the freight moved. 

Rate Is Unchanged, 

Freight moved as fifth class, on which 
the rates have not been changed. con- 
stitutes 22.81 per cent of all freigirf traf- 
fic, while but 4.2% per cent of the ship- 
ments go as sixth class.

That the ‘cul criminals act has not been 
taken very serfotisly in this State is shown by 
the fact that, though it became a law in 1899, it 
has just been passed upon by the Supreme Court 
in connection with a case which originated in 
1904. The court sustains the law. 

Many states have laws of this kind under which, 
on conviction, habitual criminals may be sent to 
prison for life, but the experience of nearly all 
of them is that the power thus conferred has 
been rarely invoked. Of late much more atten- 
tion has been paid to paroles and pardons than 
to the enforcement of statutes intended to be 
minatory. 

The fact that authority to be humane and sym- 
pathetic is more generally used than authority to 
be severe shows the tendency of the times, and 
it is due in part to the different influences which 
are exerted upon officers of the law. 

When we prepare the way for the coddling of 
criminals we may. be sure that there will be no 
lack of suggestion to that end on the part of rel- 
atives and friends of the prisoners. In that way 
the administration of justice partakes of the town 
meeting principle. It is hardly wise or safe to 
leave the punishment of offenders to the refer- 
endum. 

When we make laws intended to protect society 
and to confer upon courts power to imprison in- 
corrigibles for life, there is no influence except 
in notorious cases to urge the infliction of the 
penalty. Sentimentalism thus thrives and justice 
often sleeps. 

In the cases of paroled convicts a second offense 
sometimes results in their rearrest and return to 
prison to serve their unexpired terms. Even 
action of this sort, which is infrequent, is re- 
garded as drastic. Why should not all such law- 
breakers be proceeded against under the habitual 
criminals act? 

Prison sentences are inflicted as correctives 
and deterrents. If they do not correct the evil 
propensities of the men who suffer them they 
cannot have much influence in deterring others 
from crime. Failing wholly in many instances 
to change the course of a criminal’s life, it would 
seem to be obvious that in all such cases society 
should summarily and permanently deprive the 
offender of his liberty. 

If this be true as to a man who has served his 
term and who thus, as matters stand, is at quits 
with the State, it would appear to apply with 
greater force to a man who is under conviction 
but who, in the enjoyment of freedom ‘upon pa- 
role, enters again into criminal practices. 

Society owes nothing to habitual criminals. 
They make war upon it ruthlessly. It is well that 
the circumstances surrounding the cases of first 
offenders should be mercifully considered, but no 
good reason can be urged for continuing that pol- 
icy when a man proves by Ais deeds that he is as 
unappreciative of clemency as he is contemptuous 
of the rights of others. 

The habitual criminals act in Missouri now 
has the sanction of the highest court of the 
commonwealth. It should be enforced with the 
same zeal as that which has been observed in the 
application of the parole law. They supplement 
each other. They stand together. If both are en- 
forced we shall approach as,near as may be to 
humanity, effectiveness and safety in the admin- 
istration of criminal justice. 
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REBUKING THE PROFANE PERSON. 

Capt. McCulloch, general manager of the United 
Railways, is a wise and good man. Discussing 
the recent police order against profanity in public 
places, he remarked that when conductors under- 
took to act as censors of public speech everybody 
in the car instantly jumped upon them, and he 
did not feel like giving any orders which would 
increase the number of fights between conductors 
and passengers. 

This might be construed as evidence that the 
patrons of the street cars are generally given to 
profanity, continuous, lurid and profound, but 
such is not the case. What the Captain means, 
and probably he is right about it, is that a police 
order must be enforced by the police, and that if 
any fighting results it must not be of the free- 
for-all variety which is apt to characterize a dis- 
agreement between the wayfaring burgher and 
the self-assertive street-car conductor. 

Swearing is odious. It is unnecessary. It is 
impious. It is vulgar. It is shocking. But if 
anybody is to remonstrate with the profane per- 
s0n Who fights let it be a policeman with a club 
in his hand. 








“DEPREDATIONS, $5000.” 
When the postoffice appropriation bill was 
under consideration by the House Committee on 
Postoffices recently the members noticed an item 
of $5000 under the heading of “depredations.” An 
cfficer of the Department, after much questioning, 
at length admitted that this money, which had been 
appropriated annually for a long time, was used 
to bribe “yeggmen” or safeblowers to betray their 
companions into the hands of inspectors. These 
fellows, then, are professional criminals regularly 
carried on the payrolls of the Government, - 
The Committee expressed indignation and sur- 
prise and unanimously agreed to strike out the 
item. They regarded the practice as immoral. 
The postal authorities, taking the narrow police 
view of the transaction, believed that the end 
justified the means. 
Without discussing the ethical points involved, 
the incideat is noteworthy and should lead:to a 
searching scrutiny of every appropriation bill. It 
must be that there are similar mysterious entries 
in all of them, for the Government maintains an 
elaborate secret service which never had the 
open sanction of Congress and which is probably 
supported under cover of various blind items in 
appropriation bills. 
Some sort of national detective force is no doubt 
necessary, but it should be accountable to Con- 
gress and there should be no secrecy either as to 
its numbers or its expenditures.

Rear-End Car Signals Necessary. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

It will be observed that the accidents occurring 
from persons passing behind cars from which they 
have alighted occur to Women and children. A few 
days ago the wife of James Howard was struck and, 
as reported at the time, fatally injured, and day_be- 
fore yesterday Mrs. Peterhof was struck and severely 
injured, both of whom had alighted from a car and 
started to pass behind the car from which they 
alighted and were struck by 4n approaching car that 
was obstructed from their view. These accidents 
would have been prevented had the cars from which 
they alighted been equipped with rear-end signals 
such as a bill now before the City Council provides. 
The necessity for this protection is greater at the 
present time than ever, owing to the fact that with 
the greater number of rapid-moving vehicles on ‘our 
streets, the danger is greatly increased, and, as the 
street car lines have created this ‘ability: to acct- 
dents of this kind, they should be compelled to pro- 
vide all the protection possible. The records show 
that the deaths from accidents of this character, 
that might have been prevented by the use of proper 
signals, have averaged for the past five years 12 each 
year, while the injured are many times that number. 
There should be something done to remedy this ever- 
recurring liability to these severe and distressing ac- 
cidents, especially when the remedy is so simple.

| NEBUCHADNEZZAR | 


E may come dewn to the com- 

paratively recent times -of the 

Biblical annalist and feel that 
we know one of the great canal build- 
ers and irrigation engineers who came 
after Joseph and who may have drawn 
wisdom from what he had seen of the 
Nile works, says Charles M. Pepper in 
Scribner’s. He is a commanding per- 
sonality in the ancient world, this Ne- 
buchadnezzar II, who in the judgment 
of modern investigators built the Kerez 
Sandih canal, 400 miles long: constructed 
a reservoir 140 miles round and 14? feet 
deep; dug channels connecting the Eu- 
phrates and the Trigris and extended 
the use of irrigation along the south- 
western or Arabian frontier. Before him 
Sennacherib, the shipbuilder, who 
brought the ships in pleces by caravan 
aéross from Tyre, had confined the 
Tigris to its banks by building an em- 
bankment of bricks, and had construct- 
ed canals or aqueducts to bring good 
water to the Assyrian capital. But the 
military exploits of Sennacherib and 
Nebuchadnezzar live after them _ be- 
cause theirs was an age of the human 
race when deeds of destruction by arms 
were accounted of greater consequence 
than works of sustenance, such as irri- 
gation.

Tracks at One Place on 
Eleventh Street Seem to 
Be “‘Possessed.”’

Expecting at any moment to have 
their houses invaded by a large, rough 
and uncultured yellow street car, the 
women who live on North Eleventh 
street, between Madison and Clinton, 
are in constant dread. 

All through the day they watch for 
every car, ready to grasp their children 
in their arms and flee from their hames, 
and in the watches of the night they 
lie awake listening to the sea-going ow! 
ears.tumbling along the heaving track, 
expecting to have one of them burst 
through the side of the house. When 
it simply leaves the track and fetches 
up against nothing worse than the curb 
they rest easy until] it is time for an- 
other owl to come along. 

This stretch of track is known in the 
neighborhood as the “hoodoo.” 

During the past year so many cars 
have left the track at one point op- 
posite No. 2108 N. Eleventh street that 
many of the women in the block seem 
“to think that it is “‘possessed.’”’ 

Feur Cars Hit Heodoo, 

Tuesday night between midnight and 
7 o'clock in the morning four cars left 
the track at exactly the same spot, and 
yet that particular bit of track appears 
to be no worse than it is ten feet further 
north or south, or anywhere else in the 
block, or any block on the line for 
that matter. 

Mrs. E. E. Clark, who lives at 2108 N. 
Eleventh street, says that being ill that 
night she lay awake. About midnight 
she heard the first owl car come along 
and lay waiting for what might happen. 

The car gave a grunt and the wheels 

_ left the track and scraped over the froz- 
_ en earth. 


Finally it came to a stop and Mrs, 


Clark heard the motorman and conduc- 
tor leave it and drive the passengers 
out while they tugged and swore getting 
t back on to the track again. 

All went well’ until 1 o’clock, when the 
expected happened again. Car No. 2 
left the track, and Mrs. Clark woke her 
husband to tell him about it, but seeing 
nothing new or exciting about it he 
went to sleep again. 


Mr. Clark's Interest Aroused. 
“He was not so calm in the morning, 
for while he was at breakfast the fourth 
car left the track at precisely the same 
point and smashed broadside into his 
buggy which was standing at the curb 


in front of his house, smashing it and 
badly skinning the legs of his horse. 

Across the street at 2109 Eleventh Mrs. 
William Riehi lives in dread of having 
& sireet car come through the base- 
ment windows some morning entirely 
unbidden. 

This fear is the result of an experi- 
ence she had last summer. She was in 
the kitchen when, with the suddenness 
of a clap of thunder, every pane of 
Blass in the front part of the house 
crashed in. There was a loud rending 
noise and the branch of a tree thrust it- 
self into the kitchen, while the bow of 
. yellow car peeped in at another win- 

ow.
